In the field of airplane manvu- 
facture where progressive strides 
are taken almost daily, metal 
construction rapidly is gaining 
ground. The significance of the 
trend toward metal is most clear- 
w revealed in a study of the 
specifications of new planes be- 
ing placed upon the market, to- 
gether with those of new designs 
of planes that have been in pro- 
duction for years. Such a study 
indicates beyond cavil that the 


- adoption of steel and duralumin 


for many onits—in many designs 
all of them—is forcing the vari- 
ous woods once used in plane 
fabrication into constantly more 

limited applications. 
The march toward metals ts 
lly noteworthy in the 


especia 
building of large planes for both 


military and civil 

Light, fast planes still embody 
many units of spruce, balsa and 
other licht, strong woods and, 
experts believe, they will go on 
doing long after every large 
aircraft is an “all-metal” product. 

The Navy, which has done con- 
siderable experimentation and 
pioneering in metal plane con- 
struction, makes an interesting 
and togteal case for this type of 
fabrication. That the davy should 
be a ploneer in this field ts not 
surprising for its aircraft are 
bullt for water use and water 
and wood are two old and bitter 
enemies, although man has suc- 
ceeded marvelously in discovering 
barriers to put between them, 
such as paints, oils and other 
finishes. 

The steel that goes into the 
censtruction ef aircraft is claimed 
many advantages and, 
although disputed tin some quar- 


ters. lighter weight is one of 
these. 
Among the chief virtues of 


metal is that its strength is con- 
stant; that ts, one piece is as 
strong a6 another, whereas in 


wood this Is not always the case — 


even when it is of the same spe- 
cies. Other superior qualities 
claimed for the metais used in 
airplane construction may  0»be 
listed as follows: 


They do not swell and contract, 
thus making resetting and true- 


img necessary. 

They do not 
twist, due to tem- 
perature and humidity. 

They are not subject to rot and 
decay. 

They reduce fire hazard 

They are not attacked by in- 
nects. 

Another advantage very defi- ~ 
nitely attributed te metal con- 
struction is that it is in nowtse 
so limited in the ways it may 
be worked. Wooden joints may 
be put together in any one of 
four ways—morttsed, giued, . 
bolted or wrapped. In the case 
of metal riveting, folding, bolt- 
ing, welding, soldering. or brazing 
may be employed to make a joint 
having much greater strength, ac- 
cording to proponents of thix 
form of plane fabrication. 

The Navy has complied very 
definite figures to substantiate 
the claim that metal construction 
is lighter than wood. The hull 
of the PN-7 planes. fabricated 
of wood, weighs 2349 pounds, 
while that of the PN-10 ships, of 
the same dimensions but made of 
metal. weighs only 1819 pounds, 
a net saving of 530 pounds or 25 
per cent of the total. The saving 
that is effected in the wings of 
the tatter plane also is consid- 
erable. The ribs made of wood 
weigh 1.53 pounds, whereas those 
of metal scale onty 1.17. Bight 
pounds are saved in the metal 
wing beams, which weigh fifty- 
six pounds each, as against sixty- 
four for those of wood fabrica- 
tion 


The greatest difference is to be 
found in the allerons. In ailerons 
made of wood. the structure of 
cath without the fabric weighs 
seventy-three pounds. Where 
metal is used, the weight is only 
37.50 pounds. 

Im addition to tt« untform 
strength, this factor of any met- 
al may be determined with the 
gteatest of sccuracy by fairly 
simple tests. The superiority of 
metal in this respect demands 
less of a factor of safety for the 
same degree of assured perform- 
ance from a plane.

To the south is the Furnace Creek Inn of 
the- Union Pacific, which is reached from Death Valley Junction by bus or auto- 
mobile, as well as Furnace Creek Ranch, the lowest place in America where vege- 
tation thrives, and the works of the Pacific Borax Company. 

Death Valley has hung itself all over with welcome signs, inviting the tourist to 
take a close look at the country where Nature makes up her colors for the sunset.

all comparisons are odious, 
but nevertheless there is going to 
be quite a bit of comparing between 
“West Point,” the MetroGoldwyn- 
Mayer production with William 
Haines as the star, and “Dress Pa- 
rade,” made by DeMille, with Wil- 
liam Boyd. 

The two pictures, following 
closely upon one another, are al- 
most painfully similar. There are 
the same student activities at West 
Point, photographed amid the same 
grim, gray buildings overlooking 
the lordly sweep of the Hudson. 
Also, there are similar romances 
between cocky young cadets and 
young women, both affairs compli- 


cated by the presence of inevitable 


rivals. 

A criticism one might make of 
both pictures is that too much of 
cadet life is shown. In “West 
Point,” while all of it is interesting. 
one feels at times as if he were 
spending an actual four years in 
training rather than an hour in a 
comfortable theater chair. 

There are, however, compensat. 
ing moments of almost breathless 
impressiveness, times when one 
feels a surge of patriotic pride as 
the spick and span lines of poten- 
tial army officers march on the 
parade ground. The graduation 
scenes are particularly effective. 
Of course, there are many moments 


of humor, the trials of newcomers 


at the Point—the youthful pranks. 
Most of the comedy is pleasantly 
spontaneous. One is never con- 
scious of forcing. 

William Haines is ideally cast as 


Brice Wayne, the conceited rich 


boy, who enters the army training 
school with the express purpose of 
teaching them how to run the place. 
Of course, his insufferable conceit 
comes near ruining him. He is or- 
dered off the football team because 
of an interview in which he states 
the coach plays favorites. Not until 


the closing moments of the big | 


game with the Navy is he allowed 
to go on the field. He scores a 
touchdown in spite of a broken arm 
and saves the day for the Army. 

In this sequence shots are used 
of the Army-Navy game in Chicago 
last year. While the football scenes 
are thrilling enough the last minute 
touchdown idea is pretty badly 
overworked by now. 

There is no criticism to make of 
Haines’ work. He again displays 
marked ability at depicting joyous, 
carefree youth. He scores, too, in 
the more: serious times when his 
girl ignores him on account of his 
boorishness, and again when his 
chum is badly wounded in trying ‘to 
save him from expulsion. This, by 
the way, is faintly reminiscent of a 
similar happening in “Brown of 
Harvard.” 

A point that may cause Haines 
some worry is the fact that he must 
watch his weight. There are times 
when he looks pudey. 

William Bakewell easily carries 
off second honors as the chum. The 
boy gives a sterling performance aS 
the awkward, lovable “hayseed” 
from Texas. 

Joan Crawford is pictorial enough 
as the leading lady. Naturally, in a 
picture of this type, the feminine 
roles are almost negligible. | 

Neil Neely is a promising juvenile 
as the rival lover. and Ralph Emer- 
son appears briefly. A number of 
the West Point officers and cadets 
are seen in the production. 

Edward Sedgwick has done well 
in the direction of a frankly epi- 
sodic and flimsy story. Story and 
continuity are by Raymond L. 
Schrock, while Joe Farnham’s titles 
are uniformly bright.—-Marquis 
Busby.

bladder. I learned to diagnose stone in the 
gall bladder before there were X-rays. I 
am not compelling every patient who comes 
to me to go to the expense of getting a lot 
of X-rays or classical laboratory examina- 
tions. I often tell patients that, if they 
want to throw away twenty-five, fifty, or a 
hundred dollars on X-ray pictures to satisfy 
themselves, it is their privilege; but what 
is the benefit? They are as far from know- 
ing the cause and a rational] treatment for 
their derangement as they were before. 
X-rays and laboratory diagnoses tell of 
pathologies existing, but they are as silent 
as death concerning cause. And without a 
knowledge of cause, treatment must be the 
veriest haphazard.

Dental Caries Among Primitive 
People 


In the article below, appearing in a recent 
issue of American Medicine, an orthodox 
journal, a contrast is made between teeth 
decay in the modern child and the native 
child of the Transvaal. 


At first reading it might seem that the 
child is the same the world over. 

The crux of the entire question is em- 
bodied in the sentence “One cannot forget, 
however, that native children are not living 
under primitive conditions.” 

There is the rub! It is the modern civil- 
ized diet and not. racial characteristics 
which is doing so much to undermine gen- 
eral health and wholesome teeth! 


“There is a widespread belief that dental 
caries is entirely a disease of civilization. 
The comparison of the teeth of negro and 
white children in America under certain 
conditions would tend to give some sub- 
stance to the belief. There is, however, 
much evidence that the racial distinctions 
are probably no more consequential than 
those dependent upon other factors such as, 
for example, inadequate calcium in the 
dietary. 

“C. L. Leipoldt, .writing on ‘The ee 
Teeth of Native Children’ in a edical 
Journal of South Africa, 1926, V. 22, 30 and 
43, reports his investigations into the condi- 
tion of the teeth of native children in the 
Transvaal. Inspections were made not 
alone in schools but also in the kraals. 
Neither mirror not probe was utilized and 
the dental observations were to this ez- 
tent superficial. For purpose of classifica- 
tion dentitions were arranged in three 
groups: (1) Without actual dental caries. 
(2) Children with one to three carious 
teeth. (3) Children with more than three 
carious teeth. 

“The children selected were free from 
European or Asiatic blood so far as could 
be determined. Approximately 4400 boys 
were examined and 1760 girls. It was found 
that 46 per cent of the boys fell in Group 3, 
and 41.8 per cent of the girls. Only 12.6 per 
cent of the boys and 14.8 per cent of the 
girls were found to be without obvious 
caries. This marked evidence of poor denti- 
tion among children living in a primitive 
environment tends to invalidate the belief 
that primitive people do not have caries to 
the extent that is commen among civilized 
races. 

“A striking fact reported by Leipoldt was 
that the caries of the temporary teeth was 
practically identical In extent among native 
and European children, although the perma- 
nent teeth of the natives are somewhat 
less subject to marked septic caries than 
the teeth of European children. The con- 
clusion is drawn that the presence of caries 
is conditioned by the health and nutrition 
of the mother prior to the birth of the child. 
This theory, of course, depends upon the 
principles that an adequate dietary of the 
mother guarantees the health of the child 
and that the presence of adequate calcium 
is requisite during intra-uterine life for the 
building up of sound dental structure ca- 
pable of resisting infection. This theory, 
however, is still to be regarded as subject 
to proof. | 

“To insist that the only manner of safe 
guarding dentition is by giving proper ante- 
natal care is to place the whole problem of 
dental. prophylaxis on an insecure level. 

“It may be true that the use of a tooth- 
brush does not prevent caries. Possibly it 
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may be correct to say that diet plays little 
part in the prevention of dental caries. Per- 
chance the use of alkaline mouth washes 
may be inferior to the use of acid fruit 
juice. It may be proved to be untrue that 
dental caries is more common among chil- 
dren bottle fed than among those breast fed. 
Our factual knowledge concerning the cat- 
sation of dental caries is still too indefinite 
to allow inelastic conclusions to be drawn. 
There is significance, however, in Leipoldt’s 
observation that the teeth of native chil- 
dren in the Transvaal are subject to decay 
much more frequently than could have been 
judged a priori. One cannot forget, how- 
ever, that native children in the Transvaal 
are not living under primitive conditions. 
Who knows but that the very presence of 
caries among them is an indication of what 
civilization can do to a native. Certainly the 
examinations of the teeth of primitive peo- 
ple do not manifest the widespread caries 
that apparently is growing more common 
among their descendants at the present 


‘time ander an environment wherein social 


progress is alleged to have occurred. 

“A native of a country is not necessarily 
a primitive person. The American red man 
of 1927 can scarcely be regarded as a strict 
copy of the model of 1627.” 


“Is American Physique Slipping?” | 


The article below by James EB. Rogers, 
Director of the National Physical Education 
Service, appearing in Philosophy of Health, 
gives an excellent statistical indictment of 
what our national health situation is. 

When we read it we can pride ourselves 
upon the excellent results of three thousand 
years of medical teachings. 

“Seventy-five per cent &¥ American school 
children have physical defects which are 


‘actually detrimental to their health and 


school work. This startling fact has been 
revealed by recent surveys, according to 
Dr. Thomas D. Wood of Columbia Univer- 
sity. However, most of these defects are 
remediable. 

“When the United States called its man 
power to the colors, on entering the World 
War, it found that 33% per cent of its young 
men had physical defects that completely 
barred them from service. Many more 
would have been excluded had the examina- 
tion been more rigorous. 

“Consider the national waste and loss in- 
volved in such physical unfitness. Over 30 
per cent of all school children are retarded 
in their advancement each year on account 
of some disability. It costs considerable 
money, varying in the different States, to 
send a child to school. The cost for each 
child mounts In proportion to studies. In 
the Industrial field, the economic loss is 
even more obvious. Der. J. H. McCurdy, 
secretary of the American Physical Educa 
tion Association, once stated: "We have 
30,000,000 workers in the United States and 
the average loss of nine working days per 
year. Value each working day at $2.50 and 
the workers of this country lose $675,000; 
000 annually.’

The important thing in diabetes is to heal 
the tissues.

Gallstones 


The following letter appeared in Dr. Til- 
den’s “Health Review and Critique.” It 
was written by him in answer to an inquiry. 
It is so good that I am publishing it in this 
department.

My dear Str: 

Your letter at hand.

But it does take a little gray matter 
to figure out the cause of the stone, and a’ 
little bit more to figure out how nature can 
be assisted in getting back to normal, so 
that normal bile will be secreted. Normal 
bile is a deobstruent. As it passes down 


. through the gall bladder, the stone becomes 


disintegrated through its influence. Stones 
cannot form, neither can they stand up, un- 
der the influence of normal bile. 

The truth of this I have proved time and 
again during the past thirty-five years, and 
it does not make any difference to me 
whether Mrs. C.’s doctor believes that the 
stone can be “dissolved” or not. I do not 
know whether there is anything we can put 
on the stone, after we get it on the outside 
of the body, that will dissolve it, but it 
certainly can be disintegrated in the body, 
after which it can pass outside of the body. 
_ Now, I should like to have any skeptical 
doctor answer this question: If he takes 
the stone out of the gall bladder, what is he 


going to do about it? The liver function is. 


still impaired; the bile can no longer keep 
the mineral elements in solution; then there 
will be a deposit of more stones in the 
bladder. Of course, they too can 
out; but does your wife want to be convert- 
ed into a stone manufactory, just for the 
pleasure of having the doctor take them out 
as fast as they accumulate? If she would 
consent to it, I do not believe you would 
care to take on a perpetual expense of that 
character. I have patients coming to me 
who have had two operations, and are 
ready for the third; but they have decided 
to come and try some other plan.

so little about the cause of the derange- 
ments they get after with their knives is 
because there is no incentive to know any- 
thing: There is a very great deal more 
class in cutting stones out of the gall biad- 
der than there is in educating people into 
knowing how to live so that nature will 
help herself. People are largely to blame 
themselves-—-they are “just crazy,” as a 
rule, to have holes cut In them. At least, I 
found many of them that way when I was 
in the cutting business. You see, I am not 
altogether innocent of a knowledge of the 
subject of surgery. I practiced medicine 
and surgery for twenty-five years, and |! 
have now practiced thirty years without 
either. 

No, my dear sir, you are not drawing fine 
distinctions when you can see a difference 
between “dissolve” and “disintegrate.” 
Years ago I used to stumble over that word 
“dissolve,” but later on I began to teach 
people how to live so as to restore the liver 
function, and then I had the pleasure of see- 
ing occasionally as much as two or three 
tablespoonfuls of golden sand washed out 
of one evacuation from the bowels, which 


was disintegrated gallstones. If you should — 


find such beautiful sand some time when you 
undertake to pan for gold, you will certain- 
ly think you have struck a gold mine. 


You say that the doctors’ diagnoses and 
your general knowledge show your wife to 
be in good condition. How could anyone be 
in good condition who is building -gall- 
stones? It takes a pretty fine imagination, 
it seems to me, to decide that there is 
nothing the matter with an individual who 
has perverted his nutrition to the extent of 
building so serions a derangement as gall- 
stones. We will admit that, so far as other 
organs are concerned, they may be in pretty 
fair condition. Functional derangements 
are not shown by the X-ray nor by the lab- 
oratory examination, but there isn’t an or- 
gan in the body but what is falling to func- 
tion properly; because, when nutrition is 
seriously affected, as in gallstones, all parts 
or organs are to a certain extent failing 
to function ideally. 

You want to know if I have a certain 
treatment. That shows that you do not 
know anything about what I stand for. 1 
have but one certain treatment, and that is 
to educate people into proper living, so that 
they not only can get rid of gallstonés, but 
may get rid of an imminent cancerous con- 
dition—it may be of the breast, or any. 
where in the body—if it has not gone far 
enough to destroy vital organs or develop a

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Constipation 
Many of you believe that you are not con- 
stipated when you have one bowel action 
per day. Many suppose that auto-intoxica- 
tion plays no part even though you have 
two bowel actions per day, or when you 
take a laxative or an enema. 

Before dealing with the problem of con- 
stipatiog, let me first explain the action of 
a laxative and an enema. 

When you are constipated it is not only 
the last five or six inches of intestines 
which are clogged ith toxic wastes. It is 
the entire twenty-five or thirty feet of in- 
testines which are choked with waste ma- 
terial. 

If I could take you into-the human dis- 
secting room of any medical school in the 
country and open up the digestive system, 
you would find the entire tube lined with 
toxic waste. |

Therefore, the problem of constipation is 
not only to clean the rectum but to clean 
the entire~bowel. | 

Do we accomplish this when we take 
laxatives? 

Let us shift a moment and study a Dit 
of anatomy. 

The digestive system occupies about four 
inches in the abdominal cavity. How can a 
tube approximately twenty-five feet long 
occupy a space of four inches? 

Because it is coiled up. We have little 
hills and valleys. Imagine a pipe whose 
internal surface is corrugated—made up of 
hills and valleys. When you take a laxa- 
tive you clean out the middle portion of the 
bowel, the central axis of the colon. The 
laxative does not get into each of the crypts 
or little valleys of the intestines. Hence we 
still have toxic absorption from the hun- 
dreds and hundreds of these valleys where 
the peristaltic action of the contracting 
bowel of the intestine has - forced the

glycerine suppositories it is exactly the 
same as if we took a dose of salts. The 
salts rob the blood stream of water and 
thus create an artificial bowel action. 

These are the common practices most 
people indulge in when they have constipa- 
tion. 

Now, what is constipation? 

It is the inability of the intestines to con- 
tract and to discharge their waste material 
periodically. 

Study any animal. How frequently do the 
bowels move? If you have ever been on the 
farm and have observed the horse, the cow 
or the guinea pig, you will find that each 
has from five to twenty movements a day if 
the animal is in good health. 

Why? 

Because it is a rule of animal life, in con- 
ditions of good health, that they discharge 
the waste material as fast as it is formed 
in the rectum. 

This same rule should apply to us. Outgo 


do, how would you proceed to strengthen 
‘that muscle? Suppose your biceps were too 
weak to lift a book, how would you proceed 
to strengthen them? Logically, by exercise. 

In many cases, through sedentary occupa- 
tions, our abdominal and pelvic muscles 
become weak, flaccid and inert. 

If we eat too much the intestines under- 
go fatty degeneration and a fattily charged 
muscle cannot do its work. 
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of the bran that is removed, the better it is 
for constipation. The natural whole-grained 
cereale which contain roughage and the 
coarse material are effective in overcoming 
constipation. 

Therefore, what shall be the mt for con- 
stipation? 

~ First, at least three-fourths of your food 
should be the raw fruits and the raw vege- 
tables which I have just mentioned. Let 
the remaining portion, or one-fourth of 
your food, be cooked or baked, with as litfle 
condiments or seasoning as you can get 
along with. 

Then, your breadstuffs and cereals should 
be the natural whole grains—the same kind 
that you feed your guinea pigs, your cows, 
your chickens or any of your live stock ex- 
cept, perhaps, that you make them cleaner 
for your own Use, 

The wheat should be whole wheat, the 
barley unpolished barley—not pearled bar- 
ley. The corn should be natural instead of 
degerminated corn. The rice should be 
brown rather than white.

We must not suppose, however, that this 
pantheon was to the Greeks a matter of 
humor and poetry; it was taken seriously 
enough to beget many tragedies; ‘and as 
each god had to have his share in worship, 
sacrifice, ritual and prayer, it was no easy 
thing to be a pious Greek. Anatole France, 
if we may believe secretaries, once said: 
“I dislike the first article of the Decalogue: 
‘One God alone thou shalt adore ,. . 
No; all gods, -all temples, and all goddesses. 
The Master liked all the gods. because he 
did not have to pray to them. But the 
Greeks prayed.

» No wonder they rebelled. Gradually, as 


science and philosophy grew among the 
Greeks, the educated strata of Athenian so- 
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he was going to rob. His fares interested 
him. The comfortable ignorance with which 
Propriety lay back on the cushions which 
Scandal had just left amused him to death.

ens. The philosophers nearly lost their 
lives, and nearly won their case: “by the 
time of Plato,” says Gilbert Murray, “the 
original religion of the Greeks was bank- 
rupt.” 

During the rule of Pericles scepticism 
spread,so swiftly that a moral interreg- 
num set in, remarkably parallel in nature 
and cause to that which characterizes our 
own age. The decay of the old fafth was not 
replaced by any sounder basis for co-opera- 
tion, responsibility, and decency; and a reck- 
less individualism flourished in morals and 
politics, and even in the imperial policy of 
the state. Moral conservatives pointed to 
the career of Alcibiades as typical of the 
unscrupulous selfishness that seemed to 
come as a corollary with unbelief; here was 


one of the most able and brilliant pupils of

a Welter of treachery. What was to come of 
a nation that had no other god than self, 
and no other virtue than a cajculating intel- 
lect? 

The dramatists struggled to keep the old 
deities-alive, if only as gods from the ma- 
chine, conveniences in the disentanglement 
of a tale, or the rounding of a period. In 
their majestic trilogies the gods were re- 
moulded in a finer image than before; Zeus 
beame greater and nobler when he had been 
passed through the flery imagination of 
Aeschylus, and had been clothed with the 
serene wisdom of Sophocles. But in Eurip- 
ides even the dramatic survival of the gods 
became precarious; it was not for nothing 
that- Protagoras had read in the home of 
Euripides his book “Oh, The Gods,” whose 
first words had been, “Whether there are 
gods or not we cannot know;” and the reck- 
less dramatist had an entire audience to its 
feet in protest when he opened a play with 
the insolent line: 


“Oh Zeus—if there be a Zeus—for I 
know of him only by report.” Even in the

Religion 
had helped to generate the arte—archites | 
ture in teniples, sculpture in sacred monu- 
ments, music in ritual—end the arte can- 
celed their debt by lifting religion to heights 
unrealized before. In the hands of Pheidias 
Zeus became the embodiment of power and 
justice, of creative vision and strength; 
and Athene seemed to be wisdom itself aft- 
er Pheidias had carved her in her calm and 
majesty. When Phryne posed te Praxiteles 
for the Cnidian Aphrodite, and some hand- 
some youth became a new Hermes under the 
sculptor’s hand, a new religion was born, a 
worship of reason and beauty; and the gods 
of Greece became worthy of her geniuses. 
The common miind had made ferocious and 
ridiculous deities, of whose morals the phil- 
osophers had forgivably complained; but 
the artists slowly chiseled a pantheon in 
which philosophy joined with poetry to 
form and symbol to all ideal perfections. It 
was not her statesmen that lifted Greece 
on high, not her merchants, nor her gen- 
erals: it wae her philosophers, her poets 
and her artists. Let us turn to them.

(For according to Athenian law— 
seldom used except for political purposes 
refusal to accept the traditional religion 
was punishable with death.) The trial was 
one of the great affairs of Athenian history; 
it stirred and stimulated the minds of 
thousands; and it made clearer than ever 
before the bitter division that had arisen be- 
tween the emancipated intelligence of Ath- 
ens and the obscurantism and conservatism 
of the mob. 
The Godse of Greece 


What was this religion that challenged 
Anaxagoras, exiled Protagoras and Aris- 
tofle, threatened Aspasia, and poisoned Soc- 
rates? 


It head begun, like most religions of the 
ancient world, in the worship of spirits in 
trees and stars and beasts and the plants 
of the field. Strange magic rites and 
charming myths had grown out of this sim- 
ple animism. So the earth made fertile by 
spring showers was pictured for the Greek 
imagination as the princess Danae, shut up 


gayly grow. 
(He seemed ill only dur- 


orate at Easter—once the feast of the ‘re- 
awakening spring. So definitely were As- 
tarte and Aphrodite worshiped as embody- 
ing the mystic power of reproduction that it 
became a solemh religious duty for every 
woman, in many parts of the ancient world, 
to submit to the embraces of a stranger, 
and “to dedicate to the goddess the wages 
earned by this sacrificial harlotry. The sa- 
créd precinct,” says Sir James Frazer, “was 
crowded with women waiting to observe the 
custom. Some of them had to wait there 
for years.” The Middle Ages were to wor- 
ship chastity; but antiquity suspected it, 
and valued better a plentiful fertility. The 
Greeks feared and reverenced the power 
of Eros and Aphrodite, and predicted evil 
(as in Euripides’ Hippolytus) for those who 
shunned the fine frenzy of love. 


Adonis was also stolen from Babylon. 
Among the Semites he had been Tammuz 
the youthful lover of Ishtar; they called him 
Adon or Lord, and the Greeks took over the 
title as the name of their imported god. 
Shakespeare speaks of Venus and Adonis: 


“Then you are just one 
cent shy,” said the pleas- 


imaginatively in legend. 

So again the growth of the vine seemed 
to the simpler Greeks to be the work of the 
god Dionysus; and they loved him not only 
because he served as. patron deity of an 
dustry vital to the life of Greece, but 
cause his ritual frolicked with license, and 
sanctioned the alcoholic recreations of the 
Dionysus, too, like the other gods 
of vegetation, was believed to have died a 
violent death, and then to have risen again 
to life; and his feast was celebrated by 


Phallic* worship was the essence of the 
Dionysian cult, and the phallic emblem was 
carried at the head of the procession that 


anos; and to guard against this beyond per- 
adventure he swallowed each child as it 
was born. Rhea, however, did not agree 
with him, or with Dean Swift, about the ad- 
visability of using children as articles of 
food. So when Zeus came into existence 
she concealed him in a cave, and in his 
stead presented to Kronos a stone tenderly 
wrapped in swathling clothes; and Kronos 
consumed the stone. When Zeus grew up 
he led a revolytion against Kronos and the 
Titans, deposed them, and exiled them from 
heaven; and to this day nobody kndéws 
where they are. It is a story akin to that 


of Satan's rebellion against Jehovah, ex- - 


cept that here the rebel won. One specu- 
lates what wold have happened to the 
cosmos if Satan had triumphed like Zeus. 
Perhaps he did, if we may judge from the 
way of the world. 4 

Zeus, now supreme, took up his residence 
in the clouds of Mt. Olympus, and divided 
the universe among his brothers and other 
noble geoda, on the analogy of the feudal 
arrangements obtaining among the Gretks 
who had created him.

The rich: pastures of this 
rancho, its classic small harbor—the pres- 
ent Alamitos Bay—and its altogether 
charming location, attracted the admiration 
of Governor Figueroa, and a few months 
after he confirmed the title of Don Juan 
Jose Nieto, the executive purchased the es- 
tate for five hundred dollars. Grave politi- 
cal difficulties prevented Governor Figueroa 
from residing on his pleasant seaside estate 
as he had anticipated. 

Curious and humiliating wak the fact that 
a revolution purposing to overthrow Figu- 
eroa was planned on his own rancho. A 
band of conspirators, headed by Francisco 
Torres, a noted agitator, met at Los Alami- 
tos on the night of March 6, 1835, where 
they composed a pronunciamento, and plot- 
ted an insurrection. Early the following 
morning, fifty rebels marched from the 
rancho to Los Angeles. They surprised the 
guards, captired the regidor, opened the 
arsenal, and, after confiscating arms and 
ammunition, posted their proclamation. The 
populace, however, did not respond. Sedi- 
tion failed. Before night-fall, the leaders of 
the revolt surrendered to the pueblo aw 


thorities. 
But Governor Figueroa’s spirit was 


broken by this and other distressing up- 


risings. He died on September 29, 1836, in 
the midst of general turmoil throughout the 
province. After the death of the Governor, 
the “Little Poplars Ranch,” known ancient- 
ly by the Indians as Pubug-na, wad acquired 
by his brother, Don Francisco Figueroa of 


Los Angeles. Im 1840, the same year that 


Leandry became owner of Los Coyotes, and 
Temple bought Los Cerritos, Don Francisco, 
then the auxiliary alcalde at Los Alamitos, 
sold the rancho with all of its livestock and 
farming implements to Abel Stearns for 


~ the sum of $6000. The Yankee trader was 
. the recognized owner of the property in 


1846 when California became United States 
soil. Twenty years later. in a time of 
drouths: and. financial distress, Stearns lost 
Rancho Los. Alamitos, when Michael Reese 
of San Francisco foreclosed a mortgage for 
$20,000. 

The loss of Los Alamitos was the most 
unfortunate event in the long business ca- 


. reer of Abel Stearns. He succéeded in re- 


taining most of his other rancho properties 
and eventually became the wealthiest man 


_ in Southern California, leaving an estate 


that was valued at $7,000,000 at the time 
his widow's death in 1912. 


San Pedro (Dominguez) — 
In 1790, Governor Fages gave permission 


‘to Juan Jose Dominguez, a veteran of the 


Spanish Army, to occupy the lonely region | 
around San Pedro Bay. The ranchero went

and built @ house near the harbor. Then, 
in 1820 he erected the spacious adobe dwell- 
ing farther inland which now, after the 
lapse of more than a century, may be seen 
(in remodeled form) from the windows of 
the “trolley. cars passing between Los An- 
geles and the harbor. 

After the death of Don Juan, Rancho San 
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Don Cristobal died in 1825, his chil- 
dren inherited the ranch Manuel pur- 
chased the twelve thousand acres belonging 
to his sister, Victoria, for fifty cents an 
acre, and became manager of the entire 
estate, 


It was in 1882 that Don Manuel died, be- chero yielding = bly to the demands of 


queathing 20,000 acres of San Pedro lands 
to his heirs. In 1866 the rancho had been 
partitioned between Don Manuel and his 
brother, Don Pedro, and their relatives, 
Jose Antonio Aguirre and Jacinto Rocha. 

Don Manuel Dominguez had common sense 
and keen business judgment mingled with 
his friendliness toward his American neigh- 
bors. He was unique among other Spanish 
rancheros in that he was able to survive 
the flerce aggression of the new race which 
swept into California when the country was 
acquired from Mexico, and to retain his prop- 
erty. “Through all the misfortunes that be- 
fell the great landed proprietors of Call- 
fornia, he almost alone stands as a sturdy 
oak midst the desolation around him, al! of 
his contempraries having bowed, bent and 
fallen before the storms of adversity.” 
Eneinoe 

Old Rancho El Encino was beyond Ca- 
huenga Pass in the heart of the broad, 
right valley of San Fernando, twenty-three 
miles from the pueblo of Los Angeles, by 
way of El Camino Real. Around it rose the 
Sierra Madre Mountains, majestic and beau- 
tiful, serried with pines, and furrowed with 
shadows, and taking the light from the high 
sun on masses of intense green verdure, 
and bare from-gray crags. 

One day, perhaps a hundred and thirty 
years ago, Alcalde Francisco Reyes of Los 
Angeles rode into this valley which the In- 
dians had called Achoic Comihavit from 
very ancient times. He was in need of 
new pastures for his growing herds. From 
a hill near the pass, he looked over the val- 
ley. There was not a house anywhere ex- 
cept the low brown lodges of an Indian vil- 
lage at the foot of the range on the eastern 
side of the valley. And there were no do- 
mestic animals—only a few wild long- 
horned cattle that fled at his approach. 

“Here shall be my rancho,” thought Don 
Francisco, “here where the grass is knee 
deep, and I shall build my house yonder by 
that flowing spring.” 3 

The alcalde rode for hours through the 
valley, apprais the rich meadow, the hill- 
sides starred with flowers, the cluster of 
oak trees, and the streams and water holes, 
and then he went back to the pueblo and 
wrote a letter to Governor Arrillaga, his 
friend. Lackify, Don Francisco was the 
first to ask for land im the valley, and he 
was given a rancho which he named E] En- 
cino, “The Oak.” - 

It was in 1794 that Don Francisco drove 
his herds to the valley and built a ranch 
house near the largest spring. There was 
more than enough pasture for his cattle, 
and Don Cornelio Avila and several other 
friends took their cattle to the valley. Don 
Francisco Reyes had become a resident of 
Los Angeles in 1787. He was elected al- 
calde in 1793 and served for two years. 

in August, 1795, one year after Don Fran- 
cisco had taken possession of his rancho, 
there arrived at El Encino a party of visi- 
tors: composed of Padre Santa Maria, Al- 
ferez Cota, Sergeant Ortega and four com- 
mon soldiers. They were on an exploring 
expedition in search of a favorable location

San Gabriel and San Buenaventura. The 
enterprise had the approval of Borica, the 
new governor.

Had it not been for the over- 
weening ambitions of the padres, Rancho El 
Encino, because of its early inception, its 
beautiful situation, and great commercial 
value, undoubtedly would have become one 


of the miost famous estates in California. 


A remnant of the original Rancho Hi En- 
cino, consisting of one square league, or 
4460.73 acres, which in discouragement had 
been abandoned by Francisco Reyes, 
,was granted by Governor Pio Pico to the 
mission Indians, Ramon, Francisco, and 
Roque,_on July 18, 1845. In a short time, 
the little rancho was acquired by Don VI- 
cente de la Osa, and his ownership was 
recognized by the United States govern- 
meft. The diminutive Rancho Ei Encino 
was completely surrounded by the great 
San Fernando (Ex-Mission) Rancho. 

In the early years of Don Vicente’s oc- 
cupancy, “The Oak Ranch” was much given 
to hospitality. One of the numerous writ- 
ers of the age who praised Don Vicente for 
his generous reception and entertainment 
of strangers without reward was Major 
Horace Bell who, in his “Reminiscences of 
a Ranger,” tells how he and a company of 
‘rangers when in pursuit of a band of Indian 
thieves were welcomed at El Encino in 
May, 1853. In time, however, the rapidly 
increasing number of travelers who passed 
through the valley on the main highway to 
the north became a heavy burden on De la 
Osa's generosity, and the pleasing picture 
of “hospitality sitting with gladness” at 
Rancho El Encino had to fade. In 1859, 
the ranchero was compelled to issue a pub- 
lic notice calling upon visitors to pay for 
their lodging. Thus, it may be said that at 
Rancho El) Encino there passed away the 
lingering remnant of that free and bounte- 
ous hospitality for which California was 80 
greatly renowned in the Hispanic era—com- 
pletely blighted at last by commercialism. 

Portezuelo 

Twelve miles ftom the Plaza of the 
pueblo of Los Angeles, on the main road to 
the north, was Portezuelo, the fifth private 
rancho in California. In 1795 it was the 
home of the veteran Spanish soldier, Don 
Mariano de la Luz Verdugo, brother of Don 
Jose Maria Verdugo, grantee of Rancho San 
Rafael. Before he retired to the “Little 
Door Rancho” to rest, Don Mariano had led 
an active and adventurous life in a new 
eountry, with twenty-one years spent in the 
Spanish Army. 

Verdugo enlisted in 1766, three years be- 
fore his countrymen entered and possessed 
Alta California, and served seven years 
each in the position of private, corporal and 
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paigns against the Indians, and participated 
in a number of interesting, historical 
events. He was godfather at the first bap- 
tism at Mission San Diego. He commanded 
the guard at Mission San Luis Obispo in 
1773, and was in command at the San Diego 
Presidio in November, 1775, when Mission 
San Diego suffered such disastrous results 
from a surprise attack by Indians. The sol- 
diers at the presidio slept peacefully 
through all that terrible night, learning 
nothing of the massacre until daylight the 
next morning. 

While Sergeant Verdugo was the first one 
from the presidio to reach the mission, he 
shared in the caustic criticism which was 
then, and has since been, heaped upon the 
presidial guard. Captain Judn Bautista de 
Anza, the great Spanish “pathfinder,” re- 
lates In his diary, under an entry of Janu- 
ary 1, 1776, that the attack by eight hun- 
dred Indians was one of determined 
ferocity. The eleven inmates of the mis- 
sion—the padres Luis Jayme and Vicente 
Fuster, three soldiers, two blacksmiths, two 
Dboys (a son and a nephew of Lieutenant 
Ortega,) and two Indian servants—were 
awakened at about midnight by the commo- 
tion. The savages refrained from loud Yells 
so as not to arouse the soldiers in the bar- 
racks. “Fuster and the men were driven 
from one cover to another, making a final 
stand in an adobe magazine, whence with 
musketry they kept their assailants at bay.” 
As for Fray Jayme, he was found dead the 
next morning in the dry bed of a creek, his 
body brutally mutilated. 


This unfortunate affair was a great sor- 


row to Sergeant Verdugo, who did all that 
was within his power to rectify the tragic 
incompetence of the garrison. He con- 
ducted a series of campaigns against the 
Indians with such vigor as to re-establish 
the waning prestige of the Spaniards, and 
to make it possible for them to continue 
their colonization schemes which had been 
threatened with failure by the Indian up 
risings. 

Verdugo accompanied Governor Neve on 
an expedition ‘to the Colorado River in 1782. 
About 1786 he became a resident of the 
pueblo of Los Angeles, and was elected al- 
calde in 1790. Five years later he drove his 
herds to Rancho Portezuelo, built a home 
and went into retirement there. The sol- 
dier’s first wife was Maria Guadalupe Lugo, 
who died in San Diego in 1780; and his 
second wife was Gregoria Espinosa. | 

After the death of Don Mariano, Porte- 
zuelo was absorbed by neighboring estates 
and lost its identity. Its name does not ap- 
pears in the claims filed with the United 
States Land Commiésion after the war. In 
an old record the rancho is described briefly 
as “smal! but well-watered.” 
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Y THE time the war was over, Athens 

had already rebuilt ita homes and re 
mewed the uneven tenor of its busy life. 
Unburdened with an army, and equipped 
with a fleet of three hundred vessels, she 
was now the unchallenged mistress of the 
Aegean; and her streets and markets 
throbbed with the exchange of commodi- 
ties and ideas. Commerce ted to industry, 
industry to wealth, wealth to leisure, and 
leisure to art. 


As the laws of Athens interfered very 
moderately with the economic life, there 
was nothing to prevent the development 
of a rich class at one end of the social 
scale, and a class of impoverished work- 
ers at the other. Where liberty is great- 
est equality is soon least; the natural differ- 
ences of men in ability and strength multi- 
ply with every year and every opportunity 
into artificial inequalities of possession and 
power. It is a development always asso- 
elated, in the past, with complex and pro- 
gressive civilizations. 

The highest class was still the land- 
owning aristocracy; below them the great 


’ merchants, who zealously bought land to 


raise their status in society; next the shop- 
keepers, the tradesmen, and the lesser 
manufacturers; then the skilled workers— 
masons, carpenters, potters, weavers, 
jewelers; and then the peasants, patient- 
ly tilling the arid soil or tending the vine; 
and finally the unskilled laborers, slave or 
free. 

Out of a population of 300,000 in the city 
and its environs, 150,000 were free citizens, 


cand industrial serfs, and lent them out 
at three cents a day. But the slaves and 
workers were well organized in unions or 
guilds, and flourished the red flag as their 
emblem; they hardly -differed, except in 
honest disfranchisement, from 
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manufacturers 4 
investment every three years. As the 
er mines of Laurfum poured their metal 
Athens, money increased in quantity, 
and lost in value; prices were several times 
higher than in Solon’s day, and a hundred 
times lower than in ours. The rich man’s 
family spent twelve cents a day on food, 
and possessed, at most, two hundred dollars’ 
worth of furniture. A fortune of ten thou- 
sand dollars was considered shamefully 
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Athens as it is today, with the ruins of ancient Greek edifices on the Acropolis. § These edifices figured prominently in Athenian political

_ When, every four years, the cities of Greece 


sent their finest youths to contest in the 
Olympic games, it was a bond of union and 
amity among the states, and a source of 
healthy rivalry: and when great poets like 
Pindar honored the victor with immortal 
song. it symbolized admirably the Greek de- 
votion to the sound body as basis of the 
sound mind. Socrates was strong at seven- 
ty, and could drink without fear and with- 
out reproach; Plato was an athlete, and 
lived to eighty years; Aeschylus, the drama- 
tist, wished to be remembered as a warrior; 
and Sophocles was chosen as the finest of 
Greek youths to lead, unclad, the proces- 
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sion that welcomed the heroes of Salamis. 

It was over this varied life that Pericles 
ruldd, with occasional interruptions, for 
more than thirty years (460-429 B.C.) De 
mocracy had gone so far now that almost 
every office was filled by lot or rote, and abil- 
ity had no more chance than incompetence to 
achieve political supremacy. But there was 
ome position which the Greeks dared not 
leave to chance; it was the office of strate- 
gos— commander-in-chief of the army and 
navy, and (more important for Pericles’ pur- 
poses) controller of the treasury. Gradual- 
ly, because this place was the refuge of am- 
bition and leadership, its incumbents be- 
came the dominant figures in Athenian po- 
litical life. It is one of the remarkable 
phenomena in the history of government 
that Pericles persuaded the fickle Athenians 
to re-elect him, year after year for nearly a 
generation, to this apex of responsibility 
and power. 

If we.may believe Plutarch, it was phil- 
osophy that turned Pericles from a_ poll- 
tician clever in keeping office into a states- 
man destined to make his city and his time 
preeminent in the history of civilization. 
Born of aristocratic lineage about 490 B. C., 
he had had for teachers Zeno of Elea— 
whose subtle theses on the unrealit? of mo- 
tion have puzzled puzzle-loving philosophers 
for twenty centuries—and Anaxagoras, one 
of the founders of a rational theism among 
the Greeks. Many years later, when Peri- 
cles was absorbed in affairs of state, he 
lost track of the old philosopher who had 
taught him to love beauty and wisdom; and 
while his pupil ruled an empire, Anaxagor- 
as, having abandoned an estate to follow 
philosophy without impediments, found 
himself faced with the alternatives of char- 
ity or starvation. Choosing starvation he 
wrapped his toga over his head, and await- 
ed death. Pericles, hearing of it, hurried to 
him and (says Plutarch) “besought him to 
live, lamenting not Anaxagoras’ fate but his 
own if he should lose so great a counsellor.” 
Anaxagoras replied that those who wished 
to use a lamp must keep it supplied with oil. 
Pericles supplied the oil, and Anaxagoras 
consented to live.

ter. Melville’s earliest newspaper employ- 
ment was as a carrier for the Morning 
Tribune, 

Ultimately he started his own newspaper, 

a very modest affair which soon failed. 
Then he went into the foundry business, but 
circumstances had ordained that he was to 
give his life to journalism, as events soon 
showed. Consider these rather unique facts: 

J. Young Scammon, a prominent citizen, 
bought the Republican. 

- Sedmmon was president of the Chicago 
Astronomical Society. 

Melville E. Stone’s brother, Ormond 
Stone, was assistant teacher of astronomy 
ia Chicago University. 

Ormond Stone told J. Young Scammon 
about Melville E. Stone being a newspaper 
man. 

Mr. Scammon called the young man into 
consultation. It ended in his saying: 

“Stone, I want you to take over the editor- 
ship of the Republican. 

This was in 1871. Stone was only 23 
years of age. It was a sure proof of his 
brand of genius that he declined the offer. 

“I don’t feel that I am competent to fill 
| so responsible a position,” he told the pub- 
| lisher, in effect. “Why not get an older 
man for editor, and let me serve as mamag- 
ing editor?” 

This arrangement was concluded. From 
that time on young Stone was definitely 
enlisted in the newspaper game. 

In 1875, after studying the New Yor 
Daily News and the Philadelphia Star, 
both of which were successful pioneers, he 


had concluded that a one-cent paper could 
be made a success in Chicago. 

William Dougherty, a well-known Chicago 
reporter, happened to be out of work. To 
him Stone said: 

“You know, Dougherty, I am convinced 
that a penny paper will succeed in Chicago.” 

Dougherty liked the idea. 

“Till tell you what do,” said Stone. 
“I'll back you, if you care to start such a 
paper, just to see how the public will re- 
ceive it. We do not need to invest in a 
plant.”

The News was independent in politics, 
the enemy of corruption, and clean. It re- 


knowledged only the public as its master. 

It was destined to become one of the 
greatest newspaper properties in the world.

Victor F. Lawson at this time had a desk 
fin the office of the SKandinaven and was 
beginning a business career.

Lawson considered the thing carefully, 
before taking over the interest of Meggy 
and Daugherty. His decision to accept was 
wise.

Twelve yeara later, Mr. Stone disposed 


of his interest to Mr. Lawson. Thereafter, — 


for some years, he served as a bank pres!- 
dent, and au an extremely public-spirited 
citizen engaged in many fine civic enter- 
prises. But events were being arranged to 
bring him back to the journalistic field. 


In the early nineties the war between the 
Western Associated Press and the New 
York Associated Press, which was speedily 
absorbed by the United Press (not the 
United Press of today,) broke out. The 
Western Associated Press needed a direct- 
ing general and sent two of its members, 
Col. Frederick Driscoll St. Paul and 
Charles W. Knapp of St. Louis, te Chicago 
to ask Mr. Stone to take its general man- 
agership. He accepted. 

The story of that fight is history. Out 
of it emerged a victorious Associated Press, 
which, under the management of Mr. Stone, 
became the greatest news-gathering organi- 
zation in the world. But this greatness 
lay not merely in the size and importance 
of its membership, rather in the integrity 
of the journalistic ideals which it enforced. 
It performed a great public service, and Mr. 
Stone became a great world figure.

Leandry’s proud position as a land baron 
owner of one-third of old Rancho Los 
Nietos was enjoyed by him for only the 
short span of three years, as he died at the 
rancho in 1843.

In 1840, the year that Juan B. Leandry 
became owner of Rancho Los Coyotes, John 
Temple, another arrival of 1827, purchased 
Rancho Los Cerritos for four thousand dol- 
lars, or about fifteen cents an acre. Tem- 
ple’s wife was Rafaela Cota, and it was 
from her brother, Guillermo Cota, that the 
American bought the rancho for so modest 
a price. 

With its hilis, green to the top; meadows 
deep with grass, long coast line and level 
sandy beach, and drifting mists, Rancho Los 
Cerritos was one of the loveliest estates in 
California. Temple appreciated its utilita- 
rian ‘deauties, and retained the rancho 
throughout the rest of his life. After Tem- 
ple’s death in 1866, his heirs sold the

tos Bay, parallel with the coast. These 
modest and friendly-appearing mounds, 
changed in endless succession through the 
seasons from greén to brown and from 
brown back to green, ever part of a peace- 
ful and charming landscape.

HREE men lived in a fine old house in a 

fine old street. It was a gabled, many- 
angled house that held laughter and tears 
and the gay talk, the sad talk, the hopeful 
talk, the desolated talk of four generations 
in its timbers. The family tree had ripened 
to a rich maturity in that old house and 
finally declined into three men. 


Old Amos Morgenthau and his son Martin 
Morgenthau and his son’s son, Junior Mor- 
genthau. There were no women left in that 
family. There were no other branches left, 
when Amos was sixty-five and Martin was 
forty and Junior was twenty. They were 
the last of the line. Curious, how a normal- 
sized family can suddenly veer off through 
unexpected death, natural ddéath, old age 
and the tragedy of youthful death, into 
decadence. 

The Morgenthau family, ten years previ-

Sometimes in that somber old house, full 
of the dignity of having given roof to people 
of taste and discernment @ad cultivation, 
one felt a certain vastness of isolation and 
yet their lives were busy, animated, inter- 
ested and interesting.

His son 
and grandson shone in the reflected glory 
of his splendid success and the world bowed 
at his feet. 

And yet, deep in his heart, when he 
would admit it to himself, the old man 
knew that his success had come too late. A 
woman named Laura, at whose feet he had 
yearned to lay the rewards that were now 
in his clasp, was dead and cold in her 
grave these ten years past. A particular 
generation of men before whom it would 
have meant most to achieve this fine suc- 
cess, Was a sadly depleted one. Amos 
scarcely knew the strange young set that 
had grown up around him. The years when 
he had so passionately yearned for fulfill- 
ment, were dead years along with Laura in

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and the old man’s home town was filled 
with pride, but in his heart Amos knew his 
success had come too late. 


When Amos Morgenthau died, and left 
the million and a half dollar legacy for 
Martin and his son, it seemed to the older 
of the two Martins who were left, that now 
there must come a turn in the tide of his 
affairs.

This remarkable development in Califor- 
nia of a practice whereby man is able suc- 
cessfully to combat unfavorable or damag- 
ing winter temperatures constitutes a 
source of astonishment to fruit growers and 
horticulturists the world over, as is evi- 
denced from the hundreds of inquiries re- 
ceived by the college of agriculture and 
the United States Weather Bureau. Many of 
these express doubt, or even frank disbelief, 
as to the success of the practice itself, 
while others question the economic sound- 
ness of horticultural industries in which or- 
chard heating is required. And the great 
majority inquire about the costs and profits 
involved in frost protection. It is evident 
that many, if not most, of the fruit growers, 
pomologists, and horticulturists in other 
fruit-growing districts of the United States, 
are still unconvinced ‘as to the economic 
soundness of fruit culture under conditions 
where orchard heating is necessary to in- 
sure profitable returns. Many of orr own 
citizen, also, apparently do not resiize how 
important this practice is to the success of 
the fruit growers, and to the prosperity of 
the State. The desirability of a better un- 
derstanding of the place and value of or- 
chard heating is therefore obvious. 

THE “WHY OF IT 

Occasional periods of “unusual” weather. 
accompatied by injury to farm crops. char- 
acterize all agricultural regions the world 
over. In the temperate zones these have to 
do mostly with droughts, hailstorms, cy- 
clones or tornados, and spring or fall frosts. 
In the subtropical regions, most of which 
are irrigated, they consist mainly of damag- 
ing winter or spring temperatures, and hot, 
dry winds. 


T heating of orchards for the preven- 


With but one exception, during the past 
five years every commercial citrus produc- 
ing region of the world has been visited by 


 @ severe freeze. And in the region in which 


no freeze has occurred during this period, 
hot, dry winds of unprecedented duration 
greatly reduced this year’s crop. Frostless 
subtropical regions are virtually nonex- 
istent the world over. California is, there- 
fore, no exception to the general rule, and 
the fact that occasional damaging frosts oc- 
cur should merely serve to remind our citi- 
zens of the greatest inheritance the Golden 
State possesses, namely some 95 per cent of 
all the true subtropical climate in the Unit- 
ed States. 

To “heat all out-of-doors,” as orchard heat- 
ing is often interpreted, naturally appeals 
to the average person as being obviously 
impossible in the first place, and clearly 
impracticable in any event. And if it were 
necessary to generate heat enough to warm 
the: atmosphere to great heights, as the 
phrase infers, the conclusion just men- 
tioned would unquestionably be sound. The 
fact is, however, that in California it is not 
necessary to heat “all out-of-doors” in or- 
der to protect orchards against frost damage. 


' All that is required is to heat a relatively - 


thin layer of air in contact with the earth, 
the thickness of which ordinarily varies 
from 40 to 150 feet, depending on weather 
conditions the previous day. This, however, 
is sometimes task enough—ask any citrus 
grower who has successfully heated dur- 
ing one or mote of the occasional freeses 
which happen at intervals of ten years or so, 
as contrasted with the radiation frosts which 
occur much oftener! But the important fact 
is that orchard heating can be done success- 
fully in Caljfornia, even under the most se 
vere climatic conditions on record in our 
fruit-growing districts, and that under the 
ordinary conditions of frost occurrence, it 
is comparatively easy to successfully protect 
trees and -crops, success lying mainly in

eternal vigilance, eareful proparation, and 
personal efficiency. 

This statement is true with reference on 
ly to California and does not apply to any 
other important citrus-producing section of 
the United States. Frosts in California in- 
variably occur on calm still flights, when 
there is little or no air movement and un- 
der these conditions the frost is caused by 
losses of: heat by radiation, and not by the 
blowing in of great masses of cold air. The 
latter is responsible for most of the damag- 
ing winter temperatures in Florida, Texas 
and the Gulf Coast region in general. 

IT’S WARMER ABOVE 

Under conditions of radiation frosts the at- 
mosphere becomes stratified with the cold- 
est layer next to the earth and the warmer 
air above. A marked temperature gradient 
is thus created, with the atmospheric tem- 


perature ordinarily above the damage point 
at relatively short distances: above the 
earth, a phenomenon which is known as 
temperature inversion. Readings have been 
made where the temperature at a 
height of five feet was 24 deg.., a dam- 
aging temperature, while at 40 feet the tem- 
perature did not drop below 32 deg. all 
night. Under such conditions, which are 
rather better than usual, it is obvious that 
the problem is to add enough heat to the 
40-foot layer of air next to the earth to 
bring its average temperature up to 32 deg. 
It ts entirely feasible to do this, for 
the reason that the density of a mixture of 
gases being inversely proportional to its 
temperature, insures that when this layer 
reaches an average temperature of 32 
deg. no further upward movement 
of heated alr will occur, as the layer above

RAWLEY.—The 1927 [mre valley 
midwinter fair, which openec its

most successful of the series of winter agri- 
cultural exhibits to date. The weather was 
ideal for the show, and thousands of visi- 
tors from all sections of the Southwest were 
in attendance. While the East and Middle- 
west are Duried beneath a blanket of snow 
and ice, the Imperial Valley of California is 
in the height of what is called, by. custom, 
its “winter growing season,” and the Braw- 
ley event presents a picture unique among 
agricultural fairs. 

All ties of green vegetables were on 
display the main tent. Head lettuce and 
peas, two important winter crops in the 
Imperial area, were displayed in pro‘usion. 
Summer squash, onions, tomatoes, cucum- 
bers, cantaloupes and honey dew melons— 
in fact, all sorts of fresh vegetables and 
melons, were on exhibition. Other<exhibits 
showed great groups of gerpaefruit, dates, 
oranges, pomegranates and other subtropi- 
cal fruits. 

One of the interesting features this year 
was the flower show sponsored by the 
women of the Imperial ‘Valley. Roses, zin- 
nias and chrysanthemums made attractive 
displays, proving not only that Imperial can 
produce flowers as well as commercial 
fruits and vegetables, but that there is a 
live interest in beautification of homes in 
the valley.

exhibit showing the sun rising on a wealth 
of agricultural produéts. Calexico was 
awarded second honors in this division, with 
Brawley in third place.

The Grain Growers’ Association, always 
prominent at the winter fair, showed grains 
at the foot of a wind mill.

= is therefore still lighter than the air 
ow. 

The height of this “ceiling,” as it is popu- 
larly termed, is determined largely by the 
height to which the atmosphere has been 
warmed by convection from the earth's 
surface the previous day. If the day has 


‘been bright and warm, the ceiling will be 


low and heating easy. If the day has been 
cloudy and cold, the ceiling will be high 
and heating will be difficult, though nearly 
always practicable, provided enough heat- 
ers gnd oil are available. 


The physical problem of orchard heating 
under California conditions, therefore, is to 
add a few degrees of temperature to a rela- 
tively thin layer of air, a task. which is not 
beyond the power of man to perform. The 
only practicable mechanical means of solv- 
ing this problem developed to date is the 
addition of heat from a relatively large 
number of small sources, the burning units 
being known as orchard heaters. 

Under the conditions which occasion 
freezes in the Gulf Coast region, the above 
mentioned temperature inversion ordinarily 
does not occur, and in addition the air 
movement is usually sufficient to carry away 
the heat generated by heaters about as 
fast as it is produced. Consequently suo- 
cessful orchard heating is virtually impossi- 
ble in these regions. 

The success of orchard heating in Call- 
fornia is, therefore, dependent primarily on 
the same physiographical conditions which 
are largely responsible for her subtropical 
cHimate, namely mountain barriers on the 
north and east, which effectively shut out 
the cold waves and render the air relatively 
calm and still. No other subtropical or semi- 
tropical region of importance in the ‘United 
States enjeys this peculiar favorable com- 
bination of conditions, 

WHY HEATING PAYS 


’ Granting, then, that orchard heating can 
be sticcessfully done in California, in 
marked contrast with most other fruit-grow- 
ing re#ibtis of the United States, how can 
such ah’ expensive operation be justified on 
an ecotiomic' basis? Does it actually pay to 
heat orthards in California? 

Orchard. heating is without question an 
expensive and decidedly unwelcome opera- 
tion in the California fruit growers’ pro- 
gram, and in the citrus industry is one of 
the important items entering into costs of 
production. Moreover, the minimum equip- 
ment and overhead costs of orchard heat- 
ing are rather definitely Gxed and are not 
capable of much reduction, since it is not a 
question -of providing some degree of pro- 
tection, or even protection against average 
conditions. The grower’s problem is to 
provide full and ample protection or none 
at all. Money and time expended in protec- 
tion which fails to save crops_is largely 
thrown away. Costs of heating vary great- 
ly, however, with the different kinds of 
fruits, depending mainly on the length of 
the maximum periods of frost during stages 
when they are susceptible to damage. Thus 
the evergreens, such as citrus and avoca- 
dos, require expensiye equipment and long- 
burning capacity, because they are suscept- 
ible to damage at any time, whereas the de- 
ciduous fruits in general are subject to dam- 
age only during a relatively short period 
of the year and then usually only for a few 
hours at a time. 

Costs of orchard heating are, therefore, 
relatively high, consisting as they do of an- 
nual overhead charges which the grower 
must stand, whether the heaters are light- 
ed or not, and of expensive operation costs 
in years when firing is necessary. 

Obviously one. of the reasons why or- 


‘ chard heating, even though expensive, pays | 


ih California, has already been discussed—it 
is successful here in saving crops and pre- 
venting tree damage. The grower else 
where who has tried heating and has failed 
to save his crops, or who has observed its 
faflure, is inclined to doubt its success any- 
where. The fact is, however, that hundreds 
of California fruit growers have demon- 
strated the success of orchard heating, and | 
have saved crops even under most severe 
weather conditions. And not uncommonly 
the increased value of the crop saved has 
been sufficient to pay for the entire cost of - 
heater installation and operation for a peri- 
od of years. 
FORM OF INSURANCE 

But by far the most important factor bear- 
ing on the profitableness of orchard heat- 
ing in California has to do with the aver- 
age value of the crops under protection.

WHY HEATING PAYS 


(Continued from Page Three) 


The average value per acre of California 
crops is much higher than anywhere elise 
in the world, with only minor exceptions. 
Moreover, the average investment and pro- 
duction costs involved in producing fruit 
crops in California are in general higher 
than elsewhere. With more money invest- 
ed in his crop, and a crop worth much more, 
it becomes more important for the Califor- 
nia fruit grower to reduce his business 
risks to the minimum than is the case with 
the eastern fruit grower. And orchard 
heating is the only demonstrated and prac- 
ticable means of so doing. The average val- 
ue per acre of a lemon, orange, pear, or 
peach crop is sufficient to make orchard 
heating a profitable business investment 
agd form of insurance for the California 
fruit grower. With a citrus crop worth 
from $600 to $1000 per acre, and a produc- 
tion cost investment of $200 to $300 per acre, 
orchard heating at an average cost of $50 
to $75 per acre, or even more, becomes a 
good business proposition for the Califor- 
nia citrus grower, especially when the cit- 
rus” crop is his scle. source of income for 
the year. 

To be sure, there are localities where 
heating costs are so large on account of the 
magnitude of the frost hazard that the re- 
turns from orchard. heating, while greater 
than the costs involved, merely prolong 
an economic waste, in that they more than 
cover the cash outlay costs of production, 
but do not equal the total production costs. 
Fortunately, such areas are not large or of 
very great nomic importance as a whole. 
The high average investment in orchard 
production costs required under California 
conditions, together with the very high av- 
erage acre value of the ‘ruit crops both re- 
quire and justify expensive but successful 
orchard heating. 

A COMMUNITY CONCERN 

But saving high-priced crops, which other- 
wise would occasionally be lost in whole or 
in part, is not the only justification for the 
employment of this expensive and altogether 
objectionable orchard operation. The loss- 
es involved by partial or entire destruction 
of a considerable portion of the crop affect 
not only the individual whose crop is con- 
cerned, but also the entire community and 
industry and, to an important degree, the 
prosperity of the entire State. These losses 
are, therefore, both direct and indirect, and

ally not so recognized, 

The prosperity of hundreds of small 
towms, cities, and communities in South- 
ern California is dependent on the returns 
from the citrus industry, and anything which 
affects the income of the individual grower 
is quickly reflected in the prosperity of the 
community. The decreased buying power 
of the growers who have lost crops from 
frost damage affects vitally practically ev- 


though usv- 


- ery resident of a citrus growing community, 
, whether he be actually engaged in growing 
. Citrus fruits or not. Moreover, the curtail- 


ment of employment required in packing and 
shipping the fruit, and the reduction in the 
supplies required in handling it, are mat- 
ters of importance to thousands of persons 
other than the growers whose crops are 
lost. And further, the shrinkage in freight 
and refrigeration costs materially affects 
the transportation companies and their em- 
playees, since fully a third of the delivered 
value of the fruit represents freight and re- 
frigeration charges. 

The direct losses of crop which the grow- 
ers suffer could be covered by frost insur- 
ance if such were available. But the indi- 
rect losses occasioned by destruction o 
fruit crops can be covered only in part* by 
insurance. It is for this reason that or- 
chard heating, however objectionable it 
may be, should be a subject of vital inter- 
est to every resident of the State, and that

who through the use of orchard heaters 
safeguard the prosperity of the community, 
should enjoy the sympathetic co-operation 


i toe 


tendered, and im some instances organized 


opposition. On the Other hand, the grower 
has an important ,obligation to so operate 
his heaters as to reduce the objectionable 
emoke to 2 minimum. This is an impos- 
sible thing to do, although it requires closer 
attention to heater regulation than is com- 
monly practiced. 


HELPS STEADY MARKET 


There are still ‘other and-even tang 


ible but still important benefits which accrue 
from orchard heating. Every citrus pack- 
ing-house manager knows that there is such 
a thing as prices for fruit temporarily reach-— 
ing levels so high that consumption falls. a 
and: purchasing resistance is developed. 
Thus it often happens that periods of ex- 
tremely high prices are followed by abrupt 
and sharp price declines, during whica 
prices received may be below cost of pro- 
duction. After such periods it is often dif- 
ficult to bring price levels back up to the 
point where the grower makes a fair return. 
The desirability of eliminating or minimiz- 
ing price fluctuations and of maintaining 
price levels which will. both stimulate con- 

sumption and encourage the producer are 
universally recognized by marketing agen- 
cles and economists. By preventing or re- 
ducing sudden loss of crop, orchard heating 


is rapidly becoming a factor of importance © 


in this connection. 

It is also generally recognized, especially 
by the co-operative marketing agencies, that 
regularity and constancy of supply of fruit 
to any given market is an exceedingly im- 
portant factor in holding the trade, especial- 
ly in strongly @ areas. The sud- 
den loss of part of the’ crop, occasioned by 
frost has ofteh seriously embarrassed the 
marketing agencies who, unable to maintain 
a constant supply, have been forced to stand 


by and see business, which required years , 


- effort to develop, go to some out-of-State 


‘competitor, or into some other competing 


fruit or foodstuff. By assisting in reculat- 
ing both supply and price, orchard Leating 
undoubtedly has ah. important s‘abi‘izing 
and beneficial influence entire'y aside from 
the benefits already discussed 

With the highest averar: value o frvui: 
crops per acre in the wcrl¢, grown at invest- 
ment and operating costs much higher than 
elsewhere, and with physiographic ard 
meteorological conditions which render or- 
chard heating successful, it becomes easily 
understandable why this highly profitable, 
though rather irksome, operation has 
reached its greatest use and highest state 
of development in California.

A pen of White Leghorns, owned by the 
Alberta Ranch of Santa Cruz, won first hon-' 


ors in the light class for November, with a 
production of 181 eggs. Angell’s Poultry 
Farm of Oregon City, Oregon, was second. 
with a production of 175 eggs. A pen of 
Australorps, owned by the Live Oak Poultry 
Ranch of Burbank, was first in the heavy di- 
vision, with a production of 139 eggs: The 
T. W. Stillman pen of Rhode: Island Reds, 
entered from Santa Cruz, was first in this 
class, with seventy-three eggs. 

High hen for the month, in the light di- 
vision, is owned by the AYberta Ranch, and 
had a production of twenty-four eggs. Twa 
Australorp hens, entered by the Live Oak 
Poultry Ranch, also laid twenty-four eggs 
each during the month. 


Arizona’s E gg Contest 
tn Full Swing 


TUCSON (Ariz.)—Birds entered in the 
sixth annual Arizona egg-laying contest are 
coming into production earlier than those 
entered in previous events, according to 
results obtained during November, the first 
month of the contest. The event got away 
to a good start, with an average of 48.6 per 
cent production, the light class leading the 
way with 57 per cent and the heavy divi- 
sion following with 33.2 per cent. :

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Co-op Not “Cure-All” 

OT to be outdone by the citrus fraterni- 
ty, which recently broke all records for 
shipments and returns of its products, the 
California Walnut Growers’ Association has 
successfully steered a bumper crop over the 
ruts of apparent overproduction into a hav- 
en of financial safety. With the heaviest 
yield ever attained in the history of the 
State, one exceeding by four times the enor- 
mous crop of last year, the association an- 
nounces returns from the sale of this year’s 
walnut crop that will exceed $16,000,000. 
This figure, according to C. C. Teague, pres- 
ident of the association, exceeds by $3,000,- 
000 the record set during the World War, 

when exceedingly high prices reigned. 
That this enormous crop, estimated at 
more than 42,000 tons, is being sold at fav- 
orable prices is due almost entirely to co-op * 
erative marketing methods, enhanced by 

proper grading, branding, advertising, mar- 
ket surveys and scientific salesmanship. Ev- 
en though the market for walnuts is admit- 
tedly in splendid condition, it is painful to 
contemplate just what might have happened 
to these 42,000 tons, or even half that many

Glutted 
markets are losing markets—all thé co-op 
erative marketing and scientific, high-pres- 
sure salesmanship in the world couldn't 
profitably unload walnuts, oranges or any- 
thing else on John J. Consumer if he al- 
ready had all of ‘em he wanted, or if the 
markets of his town were flooded with the 
stuff being pushed.

sane production.” Marketing experts, those 
Begg have made a life study of consuming 
centers, can estimate almost to the car the 
amount of produce that can be absorbed 
daily at favorable prices, and they will tell 
you that the minute daily arrivals exceed 
this estimate, prices will react unfavorably.

That was four years ago, and those who 
have visited the Santa Anita Poultry Ranch, 
on the famous Double Drive near Arcadia, 
must admit that the. Messers have indeed 
been successful in building a poultry plant 
that Is out of the ordinary. The home place 
sets back in three-quarters of an acre of 
lawn and shrubbery, and the grounds pre- 
sent a real picture of artistic landscaping. 
The place resembles a palatial suburban 
residence, rather than a poultry ranch. 

But Mr. Messer wants it understood that 
this beautiful home didn’t come “all at 
once.” His first move was the purchase of 
three zrces of well developed walnut orchard 
on which a small, but comfortable, home 
was located. He then proceeded to build his 
brooder house and poultry yards, after 
which he purchased a large number of 
Rhode Island Red baby chicks. His first 
sales were “fryers” and eggs to motorists 
passing by his place, and in fact most of his 


manner. 

As his flock grew in size, his profits in- 
creased, and the Messers began “fixing up 
the place.” They put in a lawn. Borders 
of geranium, cactus and ornamental shrub 
bery were added from time to time. Later, 
as the money from chickens and eggs came 
in, they added an ornamental fountain. 
New features have been added from year 
to year, until a beautiful and pretentious 
place has been established. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Messer take great pride 
in their large flock of Rhode Island Reds, 
and in a smaller flock of White Leghorns 
which which they are now “experimenting. 
Most of their poultry products are still mar- 
keted direct to the consumer, and there are 
many regular customers who stop at the 
place. 


Builds Poultry Plant in 
Record Time 


ATASCADERO.—F. H. Spencer of Atas 
cadero has just moved into a poultry plant, 
which was built in something like record 
time. Just six days were required to con- 
struct his University type 2000 hen plant.

Two really outstanding entries were 
made in swine by the Loveland Rancho, 
Pe ane breeders ,and by Just a Mere Farm 
® of Jacksonville, Florida. The Lovelands 
made an entry of 58 head, all Duroc-Jerseys, 
while the Florida herd represented classes 
in Poland Chinas, Chester Whites, Durocs, 
Berkshires and Hampshires. In the Durocs, 
the Loveland Rancho won all honors in 
boars, claiming senior champion, junior 
champion and grand champion. In sows, 
borors went to the Florida breeder, while in 
herd entries, get of sire and produce of dam 
the honors were divided. In Hampshires, 
Just a Mere Farm took all honors, as also 
in Berkshires. In Poland Chinas, Capitol 
View Farm took senior champion boar, 
senior champion sow and junior champion 
boar. Junior champion sow went to North 
End Ranch, a ‘local entry. Both grand 
champions went to Capitol View Farm. In 
Chester Whites, Peter F. Dunster, a local 
breeder won senior champion, with Just a 
Mere Farm getting junior champion boar, 
senior champion sow, junior champion sow. 
The grand champion boar was won by Peter 
F. Dunster, and grand cbampion siw went 
to Just a Mere Farm. 

THE POULTRY SHOW .« 


Poultry, pigeons and rabbits, housed 
together in one tent occupied some 15,000 
square feet of space. This show proved to 
be one of the best held in the State this 
year. Birds from as far north as Sacramen- 
to and Stockton, from San Diego and Escon- 
dido to the south, and from Phoenix to the 
east, combined to make it an event repre- 
sentative of the Southwest. Nearly 1100 
birds were entered, about half being local 
and half from outside breeders. E. Il. Ham- 
mond, together with J. F. Warner, had 
charge of this division. ‘ Many more varie- 
ties were shown this year than ever before, 
and practically all breeds were represented, 
except Orpingtons. The bantam display is 
said to have been one of the most notable 
yet held in California in number of varie- 
ties exhibited, and the Polish exhibit was 
exceptional. 

The Barred Rocks, entered by H. E. 
Scholl of Long Beach were unusually fine 
birds. The judge declared the White Rocks 
some of the best he had handled in years, 
and these were nearly all of local origin. 
Howard Runge had best cockerel in this 
breed, while the immense White Rock capon 
owned by Frank Dowden of Brawley was 
declared an exceptional specimen. 

Another breed with outstanding local en- 
tries was the Black Minerca. The pen en- 
tered by Mrs. J. C. Fortiner was a won- 
derful exhfbit of this type. “Reds” were 
heavily exhibited locally. 

Although this was the first time rabbits 
have ever been extensively shown at an Im- 
perial Valley fair, the exhibit was a good 
one. Nearjy 500,entries were made in rab- 
bits and cavies, although only one doe and 
litter were entered locally, the rest having 
come from rabbit farms on the coast. Of 
these the Tilconer Fur Rabbit Farm, at Gra- 
nada, had the largest entry. This concern, 
with an unusual number of breeds on dis- 
The Hillcrest Rab- 
bitry of Alta Loma had the best display of 
White Flemish. ‘The Arden Dairy of El 
Monte showed very fine Chinchillas; the 
Gold Medal Farm from Riverside exhfbited 
American Whites and Blues.

Dates the Year ’Round 
From Indio Area 


INDIO.—Heavy express shipments of 
dates, egg plant and string beans left this 
city for Los Angeles and eastern markets 
during November. Dates have been going 
out to all parts of the United States, and 
some foreign countries, since early in Se 
tember, and will continue moving until the 
next crop is harvested. The marketing of 
fresh dates the year ‘round from this val- 
ley has been made possible by the erection 
of a new cold-storage plant by the Deglet 
Noor Date Growers’ Association. Ship-. 
ments by express, freight, mail and truck 
are tapidly increasing each season, and 
with the large increased acreage coming 
into bearing each year. this is becoming 
one of the most important industries in the 
Coachella Valley. 

A larger acreage of egg plant, which is 


¢ proving a profitable crop here, is being pro- 


duced .this year. Shipments of this popu- 
lar vegetable began in November, and will 
continue until the spring -months. 

String beans form one of the major winter 
vegetable crops of the valley, and a large 
acreage was harvested this season. Ship- 
ments began the first of November, and the 


. peak of the season was reached toward the 


latter part of the month when about 400 
sacks went out daily to Los Angeles and 
other coast cities by express. Large quanti- 
ties, also, were shipped by truck and pri- 
vate cars. Most of the beans grown in the 
valley are of the Kentucky Wonder variety.

She Makes Good Income 


From City Lot 


OCEAN BEACH—That a  worth-while | 


income may be made by “farming” a city lot 
has been demonstrated here by Mrs. Ger- 
trude H. Calvin who, on a limited space, 
grows fine varieties of gladiolus for which 
she has found a profitable market. She 
sells both flowers and bulbs. 


Mrs. Calvin came to Southern California 
from Oregon five years ago, and soon there- 
after moved here. She says that she had 
always had a desire to grow flowers, but 
had never been able to gratify it. When a 
friend made her a gift of a dozen choice 
bulbs, she was highly pleased. The gift 
bulbs were planted and grew and multiplied. 
The surplus was sold and the proceeds in- 
vested in other varieties. Thus it happened 
that without previous intention, she 
a commercial grower of bulbs. 


Since the beginning of her venture, bulb- 
growing has become a substantial industry 
in San Diego county. Although Mrs. Calvin 
has increased her stock, she has not yet 
found it necessary to abandon lot farming. 
Instead of enlarging her grounds, she dis- 
ecards the more common varieties for the 
newer and later, which command 


prices, 

To the uninitiated a city lot seems small 
for a business requiring some advertising 
and correspondence, but, according to Mrs. 
Calvin, a lot is quite enough for her pur- 
pose. Rare bulbs are costly, but, on the oth 
er hand, she says the increase and the sell- 
ing price may justify a seemingly excess've 
first price. She stated that receatly, from 
a single bulb costing $10, she pro- 
duced eight large bulbs and 1725 bulblets. 
While she will not be able to sel! the in- 
crease at the same rate as the first cost, 
she will make a handsome profit. 

Mrs. Calvin has discovered yet another 
advantage for her plan. Through corre- 


spondence, she has established contacts with 


outof-State growers and Californians, as 
well, who desire to try out their stocks un- 
der Southern California conditions. Through 
this means she has oftep been able to ob- 
tain new varieties in advance of the large 
commercial growers. 

California has room for many more city-lot 
farmers, Mrs. Calvin believes, hence she 
has not hesitated to explain how she started 


out to grow flowers for pleasure, and found 
_the way to a profitable businesa, 


The condition of winter vegetables in Cal- 
ifornia during the first half of December 
le reported as tavorable by the bureau of 
agricultural economics, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, in a report just 
issued in co-operation with the State De- 
partment of Agriculture.

[Fine Fat Stock F Record Prices at 
Week Show Sale

‘This year’s show opened on De- 
cember 6, and ran until the 10th. On Thurs- 
day came the feature of the week—a sale 
that has been heralded as real news in ev- 
ery live-stock center in the country. Ia the 
morning, a two-yearold Shorthorn steer, 
first in its class, but not grand champion, 
was sold for $1.75 a pound, As it weighed 
1149 pounds, the animal brought its owner, 
the Dibblee Estate of Santa Barbara, $1995. 
This pound price is the highest ever paid 


for a fat steer anywhere west of the Rocky | 
Mountains, and is believed to have been sur- 


passed only once west of the Mississippi 
River. This year the fat steer at the Chic- 
ago International Live Stock Exposition 
sold for more money, and it was a California 
steer, too, fattened on barley at the Uni- 
versity Farm at Davis. The Dibblee animal 
was well fleshed, smooth and mellow, and 
was purchased by T. P. Breslin, president 
of the Standard Packing and Provision Com- 
pany. 

The grand champion steer was a Hereford 
baby beef entered by a fourteen-year-old 
boy, Omni Winterton of Charleston, Utah. 
This animal really belonged to Omni's 
younger brother, Clair Winterton, who was 
with the breeding stock of the Winterton 
brothers at the Imperial Valley Mid-Winter 
Fair in Brawley.

- went to Frank Townsend of the Los Angeles 


Terminal market, at $1 a pound, and the 
third prize animal, a Hampshire from Stra- 
loch Farm, Davis, sold to the Merchants 
Packing Company for 25 cents a pound. The 
price of $5 a pound for lamb on the hoof is 
a record which has not been equalled in 
Chicago or anywhere else. A little over $4 
was bid on a lamb at the Chicago live-stock 
classic a few years ago.

Pigs Pay Club Boy Big , 
Profit for. Labors 


BAKERSFIELD.—Harold Lindquist, a 
Kern County Union High School Agricul- 
ture Club member, reports on his pig feed- 
ing contest experiences as follows: 

“My two pigs were bought on November 
4,1926, together they weighed 79 pounds. I 
fed ground barley, Indian corn, cut alfalfa, 
raisins, grapes, some peanut chaff, and slop. 
The ear corn was soaked for about twenty- 
four hours, so it would be digested better. 
I kept my pigs 105 days, and sold them for 
14 cents per pound, which brought me 
$53.20, or $16.83 clear profit above costs. 
This figures 73 cents per hour labor for the 
time I spent with my pigs. 

“In feeding ont these pigs, it took 4.25 
pounds of grain or grain equivalent to put 
on a pound of gain at a cost of 8 cents per 
pound of pork produced. My average daily 
gain per pig was 1.43 L.43 pounds.”

The Orange County Farm Bureau and the 
United States omg service recently con- 
ducted a tour that had a more significant 
motive than sightseeing. It contemplated 
the awakening of a “forestry conscious- 
ness” in the participants, representing nu- 
merous organizations In the county, such as 
service clubs, chambers of commerce, Amer- 
ican Legion, farm centers, fruit associations 
and others. 

The first stop was at the forestry nur 
sery near the Orange county park. Here, 
seedlings of Arizona ash and Coulter pines 
were seen in the nursery beds, established 
last spring by the supervisors at the in- 
stance of the farm bureau. Seed was fur- 
nished by the university extension forester 
and the late County Forester, Robert North 


cross. 

Headed by J. B. Stephenson, ranger, and 
J. E. Elliott, supervisor of Cleveland forest, 
the caravan of autos wended its way on a 
circuitous route up the new Black Star 
Canyon, over a recently constructed rang- 
er road built jointly by the Federal forest 
service and the county of Orange at a cost 

of $28,000. On the way the party 
the side of the proposed Santiago Dam, 
soon to be constructed by the Carpenter 
Water Company and the Irvine Company. 
The Biack Star road is typical of a net- 
work of similar roads planned by the forest 
service to approach every strategic point 
in the reservation. An eight-mile steady 
climb brought the group to Oat Fiat, at the 
top of the Santa Ana ridge, dividing 
and Riverside counties. 

From Oat Flat the tourists were led afoot 
to a promontory near Sierra Peak, an eleva- 
tion of 2800 feet. Supervisor J. B. Eliott, 
of the Cleveland forest, pointed out the 
system of firebreaks, the site of the pre- 
posed new lookout station on Sierra Peak, 
and the new telephone lines at the time un- 
der construction. 

Continuing down the grade, the caravan 
arrived at the Black Star Ranger camp for 
lunch, also hearing talks by Woodbridge 
Metcalf, university extension forester; Or- 
ange County Flood Control Engineer Bailey; 
Supervisor Willard Smith and Everett Stan- 
ford, who developed various angles of the 
conservation program for the State, district 
and county.

He ex- 
plained the heavy run-off following the 
Hathaway fire, which burned over 8000 
acres in the Harding and Santiago canyons. 
The fire started October 31, 1926, and con- 
tinued to November 7. ‘Two to three hun- 
dred men fought the fire during the week 
It was stopped before it got into 
the Silverado Canyon. When the heavy 
rains-of November 26, 1926, came there was 
no run-off in Silverado Canyon, but in Hard- 
ing Canyon, swept by fire, the erosion and 
silt were so great that it filled in behind 
the entire dam to the very top. The nor- 
mal run-off from Harding Canyon, according 
to Mr. Hoy, is thirty acre feet. Last year,

THE FOREST LEAGUE 
On November 18 twenty-five representa- 
tive growers and business men met at the 
call of the Orange County Farm Bureau for- 
estry committee to discuss plans for co-op- 
erative effort toWard watershed protection.

most remarkable feats of production 
brought to the attention of the writer in re- 
cent months has been accomplished with 
epinach this fall on the 8. O. Houghton 
ranch near Van Nuys. Mr. Houghton plant- 
ed twenty-seven acres to spinach about the 
middie of August, expecting to harvest the 
crop early in December. Weather and other 
conditions were ideal for the crop, however, 
and it wae ready a full two weeks earlier 
than was anticipated. 

Spinach, ordinarily, fs a one-crop product, 
‘but Mr. Houghton is now harvesting his 
second “cutting” from his twenty-seven-acre 

field. His ‘first cutting, made the latter part 
of November, averaged fourteen tons to the 


acre—extremely unusual when it is remem- - 


bered that four or five tons is the average 
production. 

This sort of production does not “Just hap- 
pen” for Mr. Houghton. He says that rec- 
ord yields reflect the attention he gives to 
soil fertility. “Just how anyone can grow 


* beans on his farm, and sell the bean straw, 


is a mystery to me,” says Mr. Houghton. “All 
of my bean straw goes back into the soil for 
the enrichment of my own lands instead of 
the other fellow. In addition to bean straw, 
I use plenty of commercial fertilizer and 
some cover crops.

But today, pools, willows, swamps, have 
all disappeated before the march of agri- 
culture. Not even a trace of them ie left. All 
has been drained and cultivated.

This was immediately opened up for sale, 
and farmers were at first more eager to 
buy here than im the present orchard sec- 
tions where land seemed less productive, 
and where water needed to be produced. 


This land with water in sight sold for $16 


an acre and soon a community of farmers 
from all parts of the country. and even 
from England, found themselves together 
in this new land. They set at once to 
farming and the whole section became a 
great corn field. 

Often the Santa Ana River overflowed its 
banks, and sometimes only fences marked 
the roadways, but the waters were not long 
in receding and always disappeared to 
make a crop. Real crop failures were un- 
known, for the land was “strong” then as 
it is today. Around 100 bushels of corn to 
the acre were the yield, while alfalfa, when 
it came later on, produced six or seven crops 
a year without irrigation. Christmas some- 
times found hay being made in the fields. 

DIVERSIFICATION BEGINS 

The farmers really prospered, but they 
learned as time went on that corn alone did 
not pay so well as varied products. There 
were no farm advisers to recommend di- 
versified farming. It was a thing that taught 
itself. More than one pay day a year was 
needed. Small dairies sprung up. A few 
fruit trees were planted, chickens added to 
the returns, and hay making became an in- 
dustry. Under economic pressure the orig- 
inal yellow corn went completely into the 


n the meantime, too, the California farm 
home was having its beginning, for all of 
these pioneers had included “that very best 
girl” in the California scheme. Romance 
drew them, these women of other more 
closely settled districts, to a new country 
without stores ahd without conveniences. 
Brides many of them. What high courage it 
must have taken to sail by ‘boat from San 

, to come on lighters in to Ana- 
heim Landing, then the gateway in those 
trainless days in Orange county, to jour- 
mey by wagon on to the new farms—and 


‘then t® tackle the innumerable problems 


of a new land! 

Domestic water for years was surface wa- 
ter to be had for digging some four to six 
feet. “Not. until 1875 did we have our first 
real well,” says A. T. Armstrong, one of the 
pioneers.” “It took three weeks to go 190 
feet with hand tools.” But when that well 
was finished, it flowed of itself; it is pro- 
ducing on the Armstrong ranch today, al 
though now a pump is necessary. 

Californians in agriculture today owe 
much to the bravery and spirit of the kind 
of people who made Greenville. They gave 
morale to those early days. They raised 
families around Greenville that have al- 
most universally remained to build into the 
fabric of today. They made homes. The 
few remaining big, square, roomy houses of 
the old days mark the emphasis that was 
placed then as now upon a real home being 
part of the agricultural plan for California. 

Greenville farmers who were growing 
bumper crops on the strength of subirriga- 
tion came to find out that here was a great 
danger. Salts were coming to the surface. Al- 
kali made itself felt. If Greenville were to 
stay prosperous something had to be done. 
That something, of course, was drainage. 
Consequently two districts were formed, the 
Delhi and the Newport. One empties into 
the bed of the Santa Ana River and the oth- 
er into Newport Bay. 


The results have been very satisfactory. 


Mere open ditches are maintained, which, 
of course, rapidly grow to tules and other 
water plants. Cleaning must either be done 
by power dredges or by the man behind the 
shovel. Comparatively little tile has been 
used. Only on very wet soils has tile been 
found necessary.

BEANS BIG CROP 


Beans now supplant all other crops in 
acreage. Some 3000 acres are devoted to 
thig crop alone and a large storage ware- 
house has been built in the center of the 
district. This is for the beans sold co-opera- 
tively, as practically all are marketed in 
this way. This “beanery” will accommodate 
85,000 hundred-pound sacks. It is true that 
20,000 of these come from the Talbert sec- 
tion, but the remaining 65,000 originate in 
Greenville. 

Beets were once a major crop and the 
electric line was run out to bring these to 
the sugar factories in Santa Ana. Many 
loading chutes are still in evidence, but the 
acreage is comparatively very small.. Beans 
have shown so much highe profit that grow- 
ers have switched very largely to them. 

Truck gardening has only lately opened 
up. Spinach proved a very profitable crop 
last winter, and tomatoes have been grown 
for several years. These rarely find their 
way to the market, being almost entirely 
grown for seed and purchased by a local 
seed Company. 

DAIRYING IMPORTANT 

Dairying occupies an important place in 
the Greenville activities. Some of the best 
herds in Orange county are to be found 
here, and the milk is sold to be distributed 
to Santa Ana and near-by cities. A few large 
dairies are kept and many smaller ones, 
with perhaps a string of cows. But 
herds are well bred, and some have made 
very enviable records. 

Since the milk fs to be retailed, the health 
of all cows is watched and all milking sheds 
and premises closely inspected. Two im- 
portant distributors, the Excelsior and 
Raitt’s, procure most of their milk here. 
In fact, many producers own stock in the 
distributing companies, thereby assuring 
themselves profit from both sources. 

The dairy cows are all pen fed, even the 
young stuff being retained in corrals. Green 
feed and ensilage are given in summer, with 
hay entering into the winter ration. Beet 
pulp has been found quite expensive and is 
not generally used except in case ef short- 
age. Silos are much in evidence, since ensil- 
age plays a real part in the dairy ration. 
Eureka ensilage corn is used, for this pro- 
duces a very heavy tonnage. 

And so Greenville of today typifies the 
evolution of agriculture in California. One 
of the very earliest farming districts of the 
Southland, it has always kept the pace. Con- 
ditions change and agriculture with them, 
but Greenville has never failed to learn. In 
all its years of production the.soil strength 
and fertility have been maintained. 

Relics there are of first years—a few old 
houses and very many old, roomy barns, 
built when storage was an individua) prob- 
lem. Today the great concrete warehouse 
has supplanted them, although some have 
pre remodeled to do duty as milking 
sheds. 

The first comers have mostly gone, al- 
though I know one couple who came in 1869 
and still live on their ranch. But a number 
remain in the original fam- 
ilies. Sons Nave succeeded fathers in their 
management.

These Dates at Thetyr 
Best in Arizona 


(Aris.)—That some varieties 
of fine dates which do not offer much prom 
ise im southeastern California are right a8 
home in Arizona's reclaimed desert areas 
and that some of the best of the California 
kinds do not take so well to the Salt River 
Valley is being demonstrated anew each 


‘year as experiences in date growing accum- 


ulate in the respective Southwest “Arab 
lands.” A North African variety, the Itee 
ma, and a Mesopotamian kind, the Maktum, 
both celebrated in their native habitats for 
the excellence of their fruit, have been most 
successfully grown in Arizona for twenty 
years, although on California others have 
been found better. 

One of the finest date gardens of this sec- 
tion is that owned by Col. Dale Bumstead, 
whose planting of various fruits is one of 
the show places of Salt River Valley. When 
he decided to go in for dates Col. Bum- 
stead sought the advice of experts, as he 
had no wish to waste years in exzperimen- 
tation at the beginning of his venture. F. 
H. Simmons, who had been in ccharge of 


the zona Date Experimental Station for 
many years, was one of those consulted, as 
was also Thomas H. Kearney, a former 


plant explorer: of the- United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


Mr. Kearney in 1905 brought Iteemas in 
the form of dried offshoots from Tunis and 
Algeria to Coachella Valley in California. 
Palms of this importation were purchased . 
by Col. Bumstead from Coachella Valley 
growers in 1923 and removed to his Arizona 
holding, previous experience in this State 
having demonstrated that the variety thrives 
at ite best here. The Maktum, secured 
by another plant explorer in the vicinity of 
Bagdad, had aleo made good in Arizona 
and was considered decidedly worth while 
by Col. Bumstead’s advisers. The owner 
says that both have fully come up to expec- 
tations, one of his Iteemag baving this sea- 
son produced about 250 pounds of superior 
fruit. All dates from the gardens are mar- 
keted as fresh fruit.
